SAIGON  (AP)  — Defense 
Secretary  Melvin  R.  Laird 
denounced  Friday  the  latest  rocket 
assault  on  Saigon  and  warned:  “If 
these  attacks  continue  unabated, 
an  appropriate  response  will  be 
made.” 

The  man  whose  report  may 
decide  any  retaliatory  action  that 
President  Nixon  orders  arrived  in 
Saigon  about  18  hours  after  a 
rocket  barrage  on  the  capital  killed 
15  civilians  and  wounded  more 
than  70. 

Saying  that  he  had  studied 
dispatches  about  the  rocket  attack 
while  he  flew  across  the  Pacific, 
Laird  declared:  “Such 
inchscriminate  assaults  against  the 
civilian  population  are  in  my  view 
as  secretary  of  defense  an  ominous 
violation  of  the  understanding 
between  us  and  North  Vietnam.” 

He  referred  to  what  the  United 
States  regards  as  an  understanding 
that  North  Vietnam  would  stop 
shelling  South  Vietnamese  cities  in 
exchange  for  a halt  to  the  bombing 
of  the  North  Nov.  I.  Hanoi  denies 
there  is  any  such  understanding. 
CONSEQUENCES 
If  the  North  Vietnamese  and 
Viet  Cong  forces  continue  attacks 
on  South  Vietnamese  cities  “they 
must  be  prepared  to  accept  the 
consequences,”  Laird  told 
reporters,  adding:  “We  will  not 
tolerate  any  enemy  escalation  of 
the  war.” 

Echoing  Nixon’s  words  at  a 
Tuesday  news  conference,  Laird 
said  “several  options  are  available” 


for  a response  to  the  attacks  on 
cities  and  if  necessary  “proper 
options  will  be  used.” 

But  he  refused  to  indicate  what 
the  response  might  be  when 
reporters  asked  him  if  a resumption 
of  the  bombing  of  North  Vietnam 
is  under  consideration.  Nixon  has 
indicated  any  decision  he  makes 
will  be  based  on  Laird’s  report  after 
his  week-long  visit  to  South 
Vietnam. 

Informed  sources  said  the  U.S. 
Air  Force  and  Navy  have  a number 
of  plans  ready  and  can  resume  the 
bombing  in  less  than  24  hours  if 
Nixon  orders  it. 

PATIENCE  NOT  WEAKNESS 
“We  want  to  make  it  clear,” 
Laird  said,  “that  no  one  should 
mistake  our  patience  and 
forebearance  for  a sign  of 
weakness.” 

In  seeking  a reason  for  the  strike 
against  South  Vietnamese  cities, 
Laird  remarked:  “It  may  very  well 
be  that  the  enemy  is  attempting 
through  these  rocket  attacks  on 
m^or  population  centers  to  force  a 
suspension  of  the  talks  in  Paris.” 

Laird  also  expressed  concern 
over  the  sharp  rise  in  U.S.  casualties 
in  the  first  week  of  the  enemy’s 
spring  offensive. 

The  U.S.  Command  said  453 
Americans  were  killed  last  week 
and  2,593  wounded,  the  heaviest 
battle  toll  since  the  enemy’s 
offensive  last  May. 

Laird  said  one  purpose  of  his  visit 
to  South  Vietnam  was  to  study 
what  additional  measures  may  be 
taken  “to  shift  increasing  combat 
responsibility  from  the  United 
States  to  South  Vietnam.”

The  Stock  Answer

Responding  to  a call  from  my  old 
friend,  Helmut  Gruber,  I 
immediately  rushed  over  to  his 
apartment  to  see  what  he  wanted. 

When  I arrived,  Helmut  was 
standing  at  the  door,  waiting  for 
me.

duck,  ‘The  next  time  we  see  the 
farmer,  we’ll  just  mention  a few 
things  to  him.  Sort  of  a farm 
report.’ 

“Just  then,  Henny  the  chicken, 
rushed  on  the  scene,  squacking,  ‘If

The  courts  (Roth  v.  U.S.  1961)  defended  freedom  of  the  press  w 
definition  of  obscenity  that  includes  material  which,  to  the  av< 
person,  makes  a predominant  appeal  to  the  prurient  interests  “t 
taken  as  a whole,”  which  goes  substantially  beyond  the  customary  1 
of  propriety  and  good  taste,  which  is  “utterly  without  redeeming  s 
importance.  . . ” 

It  may  be  that  in  motion  pictures  a word  will  be  spoken  that  make 
exercise  self-censorship  by  voluntarily  refuting  the  statement  or  v 
Here  the  word  is  fleeting  and  leaves  only  a slight  impression  or 
audience. 

In  newspapers,  however,  a word  that  is  printed  becomes  a perms 
fixture  and  remains  as  a permanent  record.  For  this  reason  the  joun 
must  develop  a code  of  ethics  suited  to  the  best  interests  of  his  rej 
public. 

LEAVE  IT  OUT 

Obscenity  has  no  place  in  newspapers. 

It’s  refreshing  to  know  that  at  BYU  vulgar  language  is  not  a corrfe 
thing.  It  is  a courteous  person  who  refrains  from  using  off-

The  blast  ripped  lockers  from  the 
wall  and  tore  a hole  in  the  ceiling. 

Peebles  was  held  for 
investigation.  Doctors  at  Mission 
Emergency  Hospital  said  three 
mangled  fingers  were  amputated 
and  that  he  was  burned  seriously 
and  may  be  blinded.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  - Four  more 
teams,  including  high  scoring 
Wyoming,  were  added  Thursday  to 
the  lineup  for  the  National 
Invitation  Basketball  Tournament 
in  Madison  Square  Garden,  March 
13-22. 

In  addition  to  the  Cowboys,  who 
averaged  83  points  a game  this 
season,  the  latest  entries  include 
Tulsa,  Ohio  University  and  St. 
Peters  of  Jersey  City,N.J. 

Wyoming  ^s  a 19-8  record. 
Tulsa  is  19-7,  Ohio  U.  16-8  and  St. 
Peters,  20-6.  The  leading  scorers 
for  each  team  are  Bobby  “Bingo” 
Smith,  averaging  25  points  a game 
for  Tulsa;  Elnardo  Webster,  23 
points  for  St.  Peters;  Carl  Ashley, 
21  for  Wyoming  and  Gerry  McKee, 
19  for  Ohio.  Webster  scored  51 
points  in  an  NIT  game  against 
Marshall  last  year. 

The  new  entries  increased  to  10 
the  number  in  the  NIT  field  so  far. 
Six  more  remain  to  be  chosen. 
Previously  selected  were  Boston 
College,  Rutgers,  Temple,  West 
Texas  State,  Tennessee  and 
Southern  Illinois,  the  1968  winner. 

TO  BREAK  RECORD 

Pete  Maravich,  the  Louisiana 
State  star,  needs  49  points  in  his 
final  game  Saturday  night  to  break 
the  major-college  basketball  season 
scoring  record  he  set  last  year. 

This  was  disclosed  Thursday 
with  the  release  of  the  latest 
statistics  by  the  National  Collegiate 
Sports  Service  through  games  of 
last  Saturday. 

Maravich’s  average  was  43.1.  He 
hiked  it  to  43.6  with  a 55-point 
performance  against  Mississippi 
State  the  past  Monday.  A 49-point 
output  against  Georgia  this 
Saturday  night  would  give  him  a 
43.81  mark.  The  record  he 
established  in  the  1 967-68  season  is 
being  carried  as  43.8,  but  is 
actually  43.77. 

Rick  Mount  of  Purdue  is  the 
runnerup  in  the  scoring  race  with  a 
33-point  average.  His  is  followed 
by  Cal  Murphy  of  Niagara  with 
32.7  and  Spencer  Haywood  of 
Detroit,  31.8. 

UCLA’s  Lew  Alcindor  is  the  field 
goal  percentage  leader  with  .639 
while  Jody  Finney  of  Ohio  State  is 
tops  in  free  throw  percentage  with 
.920  and  Haywood  is  No.  1 in 
rebounds  with  a 21.5  mark. 

Purdue  leads  in  team  offense 
with  93.7  points  a game  and  Army 
in  defense  with  an  average  yield  of 
only  53.3  points.

The  BYU  bowling  team  faces  its 
most  critical  match  of  the  season 
when  it  meets  Boise  State 
University  on  their  lanes  Friday. 

The  Cougars,  now  in  first  place  in 
the  Intermountain  Bowling 
Conference,  must  beat  the  second 
place  Broncos  to  stay  atop  the 
league. 

“It  is  a must  win,”  states  Shafter 
Bown,  adviser  to  the  team.  In  the 
men’s  division,  the  Y is  led  by  Finn 
Christensen,  who  sports  a 187 
average  and  by  Bev  Empey,  whose 
172  average  leads  the  women’s 
division. 

The  keglers  should  be  running 
away  with  the  conference  title,  but 
the  loss  of  David  Musk,  who  had  a 
192  average,  and  Sue  Andrus  who 
rolled  at  1 53,  definitely  hurts.

Model  U.N.  Campaigns 


MEN’S  WEEK  - 1969 

AMS-AWS  PRESENT

Two  weeks  ago  five  students  of 
international  relations,  members  of 
the  Model  United  Nations  club  on 
campus,  went  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.  for 
the  Midwest  Model  United 
Nations. 

Doug  Brunnette,  chairman  of  the 
BYU  delegation,  described  the 
Model  U.N.  as  “an  exercise  in  role 
playing.”  He  sat  on  the  Social, 
Humanitarian  and  Cultural 
Committee  which  discussed 
apartheid  policy  in  South  Africa 
and  the  sea  bed  question  (control 
of  the  ocean  floor). 

Each  university  is  selected  to 
represent  one  country  by  the 
Secretariat.  BYU  drew  Canada,  an 
important  position  because  of  its 
seat  on  the  Security  Council  and  its 
close  ties  to  the  United  States. 

Mike  Noonchester,  chairman  of 
the  club,  was  on  the  Trusteeship 
Committee  which  debated 
problems  in  Nambia  and  Southern 
Rhodesia.  He  calls  the  Model  U.N. 
a “behind  the  doors  ...  life 
experience”  in  understanding  the 
problems  of  foreign  countries. 

The  Special  Political  Committee 
debated  Vietnam  and  Palestine.  As 
delegate  to  this  committee,  Shirley 


Wilson  had  to  represent  Canada  in 
its  function  as  an  ally  to  the  United 
States.  Due  to  its  involvement  in 
Southeast  Asia,  the  US  must  be 
represented  by  Canada  in  debate 
on  the  Vietnam  question. 

One  week  after  the  April  17 
national  meeting  the  club  will 
sponsor  an  Intermountain  Model 
U.N.  at  BYU. 

Indicative  of  the  reputation  BYU 
earned  for  itself  at  St.  Louis  is  the 
letter  which  Larry  Daves, 
Secretary-General  of  the  Midwest 
Model  U.N.  recently  sent  President 
Wilkinson : 

Dear  Mr.  Wilkinson: 

We  would  like  to  commend  your 
students  for  the  contribution  they 
made  to  the  conference  both  in 
formal  debate  and  in  caucuses.  The 
conference  encompassed  over  85 
different  colleges  and  universities 
from  over  1 9 states  and  Canada.  We 
were  pleased  to  have  Brigham 
Young  University  represented. 

Also,  your  school  will  receive 
primary  consideration  when 
making  national  assignments 
according  to  preferences  listed  on 
the  pre-registration  form  for  the 
1970  Midwest  Model  United 
Nations  because  of  your  superior 
delegation  this  year.
